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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 
Content of Specification

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims l-9^jand 1 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, the word "means" is preceded by the word(s) "one beam splitter 
apparatus by" in an attempt to use a "means" clause to recite a claim element as a means for 
performing a specified function. However, since no function is specified by the word(s) 
preceding "means," it is impossible to determine the equivalents of the element, as required by 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, sixth paragraph. See Ex parte Klumb, 159 USPQ 694 (Bd. App. 1967). 

The remaining claims are dependent on the above rejected claim and therefore are also 
rejected. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims l-9,and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Horton 
(USPN 53094560 in view of Kolmeder et al. (USPN 6180913). 

With respect to claims 1 3 3-4, 7^nd 11, Horton shows in Fig.4 a device for reducing the 
peak power of a pulsed laser light source (col.l, 1.59-63) comprising one beam splitter 21, two 
partial beams made via three reflecting mirrors (components) 24, 14a-14d, and 16a-16d wherein 
the mirror 24 is arranged at an angle to the beam path, and two detour lines. The first detour line 
is between the splitter 21 and the mirrors 14a, 16a, and 24 and the second is between the splitter 
21 and the mirrors 24, 14b, and 16b and the running of the detour lines is repeatedly run. The 
partial beams are combined after running the detour lines by the combiner 34 to form a total 
beam 37. However, Horton does not disclose the Kepler telescope. Whereas, Kolmeder et al. 
teach in Fig.3 lenses 10 and 12 forming a Kepler telescope (col.4, 1.55-56). For the benefit of a 
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device for reducing the peak power of a pulsed laser light source, it would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide Horton a 
Kepler telescope as taught by Kolmeder et al. 

With respect to claims 2, 5, and 9 5 Horton and Kolmeder et al. discussed all above except 
for the values of path difference of 0.5m, an angle of between 35 and 50 degrees, detour lines 
with lengths of over 2m and over 10m. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to do so, since it is held that discovering an 
optimum value of a result effective variable involves only routine skill in the art. In re Boesch, 
617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCP 1980). 

With respect to claim 6, it would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use the 
Brewster angle to eliminate spurious reflections. 

With respect to claim 8, the detour lines can only be arranged in series or parallel, and 
either can be used with similar outcomes. Therefore, lacking any degree of criticality, forming in 
series the detour lines would be obvious. 

Claims 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Horton 
(USPN 5309456) in view of Kolmeder et al. (USPN 61809130) and further in view of GB 
1098897. Horton and Kolmeder et al. disclose all limitations of the claim except for the phase- 
retarding plate. GB 1098897 teaches such a device (page 2, col.l, 1.22-25). For the benefit of 
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converting linearly polarized light to circular polarized light and vice versa, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide 
Horton and Kolmeder et al. the phase retarding plate as taught by GB 1098897.
